FIGHT DUEL ONCE 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn:, July 26.— 


(,1>)_Captain Willam Rule, for more 
than fifty years editor of thei Knox- 
ville Journal, and believed, to have 
been the' oldest active editor In the 
country, died today following an 
operation for appendicitis. 


Captain William Rule, a Repub- 


lican and former officer, in 
the 


Union army, who. for more than 
half a century edited a newspaper 
In the Democratic South, first at- 
tracted nationwide 
attention 
In 


1873, 
when he refused to^ fight 
a 


duel, characterizing such 'a method 
of settling disputes as "heathenish" 
and "cowardly." 


Shortly after his newspaper had 


published a criticism of two insti- 
tutions of which Maior Moses 
J. 


Wicks, of Memphis. Tenn., was the 
head, Captalh Rule received an or- 
der to retract his statements. This 
he refused to do. but advised the 
major the columns of his paper 
were open to any statements Wicks 
might care to make. 


Whereupon Major Wicks wrote 


Captain Rule, asking him to meet 
him at Dalton, Ga. Instead of do- 
ing this, the editor on the date 
named in the note for the meeting 
published In his paper a letter he 
had sent to the maior. This step 
generally Is believed to have had, a 
great influence 
in 
discrediting 


duelling in the South. 


Refuses Fleht Duel. 


"With.- such an affair I 'refuse 'to 


have any connection," he wrote. 
"I recognize no heathenish so-call- 
ed code of honor. I am opposed to 
duelling for the reason that; is: is 
contrary, to the .spirit 
of.ithe en- 


lightened age in which we live: I 
am .opposed to It because it is con- 
trary to the laws of my country, 
the law of humanity and the law 
of: God..: 


"You might take my life or 
I 


might take yours, and yet not a 
single feature of the publication 
complained of would be changed by 
the results. If 
that 
publication 


were false, it would be false still; 
if it were true, it would remain 
true; hence nothing could be gain- 
ed by either of us losing his life in 
the manner proposed. 


"I do not pronose to leave 
the 


country, but will continue to pur- 
sue my legitimate business, going 
wherever and whenever that busi- 
ness calls me. While I do not rec- 
ognize the so-called code of honor, 
I wish you to distinctly understand 
that I recognize the right; of self- 
defense. I do not court, but on the 
contrary avoid, personal difficul- 
ties with my fellows, but when at-, 
tacked I shall not hesitate to de- 
fend myself as promptly and effi- 
ciently as necessity ,may seem, to 
require.

You ask me to fight a.duel for 


what? Because I made statements 
about you concerning the truth of 
which I can prove andathe falsity 
of which you do not offe"!1 tb"snpw.

target- to give you,,the opportunity, 
of a so-called vindication ,h) accord- 
ance with, your ideas of hon.br and 
couragte.

G. Brownlow. 


After his,.return from war service,

founded the Knoxville Journal. 


During his life he saw newspa- 


per machinery change from the 
old-fashioned flat presses and hand 
type to giant rotary presses 
and 


automatic type setting machines. 
He kept pace with the changes and 
many years before his death ex- 
changed the pencil for the type- 
writer In grjnding out his ever In- 
teresting editorials, 


Adolph S. Ochs, who 
became 


owner and publisher of the New 
York Times, once was an office 
joy for Captain Rule. 'That waib 
jack In the "sixties or seventies," 
the editor related. 


"He swept up my sanctum, and

methodically and efficiently that 
ic was promoted ,to delivery boy.

Y o r k 
World today says that Col- 
onel Robert W. 
Stewart, 


chairman of the board of 
1-he Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana, has checkmated 
efforts of John D. Rockefel- 
ler, Jr. to force him from 
leadership of the $500,000,- 
000 corporation. 


According to unimpeachable in- 


formants, says the World, Col. 
Stewart has corralled 51 percent of 
ihc stock of the corporation which 
he now controls by ownership or 
proxy. 
Demands that Col. Stewart re- 
sign his post were made by Mr. 
Rockefeller: after Stewart refused 
to testify before tho senate Tea- 
pot Dome investigation commit- 
tee.The World says Wall Street is 
talking of a possible tightening of 
the alliance between Harry F. Sin- 
clair, head of the Sinclair Con- 
solidated 
Oil company, and Col. 
Stewart.- 
Operations of the two 


companies already have been com- 
bined in the purchase of crude oil 
and transportation of oil by pipe 
line. Their possible operation as a 
unit would create the largest sin- 
gle group In the oil refining and 
marketing industry in the world.

The robbery was not discovered 


until some one went into the bank 
a short time later. 
' Directors closed .the bank and 
began a check to determine 
the 
amount of the loss while a posse 
headed, .by 
officers started In 
search of tho bandits and their 
captive. 
It was said several persons met 
the cat" as it sped out of Lamont 
and noticed Mathias in the car.
